A display by the Royal National 
Lifeboat Institution and members of 
HM Coastguard will take place along 
the coast later and this will be fol¬ 
lowed by the annual fishing boat race. 

Starting at 1.45pm, there will a 
chance to see the town’s beautiful 
babies in the Landmark Centre, also 
the scene of a glamorous grandmother 
contest. 

Tonight’s events will culminate in a 
firework display at 10.30pm. 

Tomorrow the town carnival will 
thread its way through the streets 
from 7pm and be followed by a fun fair.

A DVD of this month’s 
Royal Marines concert at 
Deal Memorial Bandstand 
could be released just 
before September 22 - two 
decades after the IRA bomb 
that killed 11 bandsmen in 
the town. 

The concert on Sunday, July 12, 
featuring the current band attracted 
some 10,000 spectators. 

The organisers now want to ensure 
that the music is captured forever on 
a DVD which would be sold to sup¬ 
port the trust maintaining the band¬ 
stand. 

Agreement has been reached with 
ITV and BBC news teams who 
filmed the event, but other parties 
need to be contacted to resolve copy¬ 
right issues. 

Steven Parks, of the Bandstand 
Trust, said: “I am confident the DVD 
release will go ahead. 

“There is a lot of interest and I 
have already had many enquiries 
from people saying that they would 
like to buy one. 

“But we are currently in discussion 
with a number of parties over this 
issue. 

“We need to show the end result to 
all the relevant parties before they 
all agree that it is a goer. 

“However, everyone has been sup¬ 
portive so far and said they would 
like to see the event captured on film 
and released.” 

The DVD of the music and parade 
held earlier this month would poten¬ 
tially be a huge money-spinner for 
the fund which maintains the band¬ 
stand. 

The concert organisers want to 
make it available to anyone in the 
UK who wants to buy it, along with

Royal Marines stationed around the 
world. 

“It would act as a tribute to those 
who died and help to keep the con¬ 
nection between Deal and the 
Marines to the fore,” said Mr Parks. 

This month’s concert marked the 
20th anniversary of the bombing of 
the Royal Marines School of Music 
which shocked and revolted the 
country. 

All of the young men murdered 
were musicians whose roles in a 
combat zone would have been as 
stretcher-bearers. 

Since the atrocity the bond 
between the town and the Marines 
has grown. 

Each year the band has staged a 
concert, with this year’s also featur¬ 
ing a march through the town. 

A similar musical performance is 
being scheduled for July next year.

The 1984 winner of the Nobel Peace Prize, 
who is also the first black head of the Anglican 
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Church in South Africa, invited children in the 
congregation to give him liigh fives’. 

In his address he spoke of the inspiration of 
Nelson Mandela, who was appointed presi¬ 
dent of his country after the end of apartheid. 

Archbishop Tutu and his wife Leah were 
guests of the Williams family. He has known

Sally for a long time - she is a trustee of his 
UK Foundation, which aims to build tolerance 
and understanding among communities. 

Also sharing the pulpit was the Dean of 
Canterbury, the Very Reverend Robert Willis, 
whose sermon Archbishop Tutu called on the 
audience to applaud. 

Mr Williams said: “My wife was just 12 or 13 
years old when she was a parishioner at 
St Alban’s Church in Golders Green. 

“Desmond Tutu was training as a curate 
there and they kept in touch. When we had the 
idea of celebrating our 40th anniversary, we 
invited him and his wife over. 

“He stayed with us and thoroughly enjoyed 
himself. He is a very personable, likeable 
individual. 

“He is particularly fond of children and that 
really did come across in the church service. 

“He has lived in England, so the place isn’t 
unfamiliar to him - but he went for a walk to 
take a look at the countryside.” 

Music in the church came from the 


Adventist Vocal Ensemble, which regularly 
takes part in BBC’s Songs of Praise. 

The group once recorded music for a TV spe¬ 
cial on Archbishop Tutu’s life. 

“But this was the first time both parties had 
met, so it was wonderful to bring them togeth¬ 
er,” said Mr Williams. 

After the service, Mr and Mrs Williams held 
a celebration at their home in Tilmanstone 
which was attended by the archbishop, who 
used the opportunity to meet and talk to many 
people from the nearby villages. 

Archbishop Tutu won his Nobel Prize for his 
support of Mr Mandela and frequent condem¬ 
nation of the evils of the apartheid system. 

He is chairman of The Elders, a group of 
world leaders launched on Mr Mandela’s 89th 
birthday two years ago with the aim of tack¬ 
ling the world’s most urgent problems. 

Other members include former US 
President Jimmy Carter, the first female pres¬ 
ident of Ireland, Mary Robinson, and former 
UN Secretary General Kofi Annan.

A COLLECTION of sporting cheats 
compiled in the wake of the rugby- 
player Tom Williams, who faked a 
‘blood injury’ to allow another player 
on to the field, has been compiled by 
a national newspaper. 

And along with incidents such as 
Diego Maradona’s World Cup hand¬ 
ball ‘goal’ against England, it 
includes an infamous incident which 
took place more than 25 years ago in 
Deal. 

In the 1985 qualifying round for 
the Open at Deal, former Scottish 
boys champion David Robertson 
took advantage of golfs culture of 
honesty and self-regulation. 

After 14 holes, Robertson’s playing 
companions called an official, who 
disqualified him for repeatedly 
replacing his ball incorrectly on the 
greens. 

By arriving on the green first, 
Robertson would appear to mark his 
ball before surreptitiously moving it 
closer to the hole. 

After a long discussion, match offi¬ 
cial Graeme Simmers disqualified 


Robertson for not replacing his ball 
in the correct position on the green. 

It was reckoned that, at times, he 
had moved his ball by up to 20 feet. 

The shamed golfer was fined 
£20,000 and banned from the PGA 
European Tour for 20 years. 

The Daily Mirror placed him as 
one of the ‘Top Sporting Cheats’, 
along with Maradona and his infam¬ 
ous ‘Hand of God’ in Mexico in 1986 
which led to England’s elimination 
in a World Cup quarter-final tie. 

Other villains included Canadian 
sprinter Ben Johnson, stripped of his 
1988 Olympic 100-metres gold 
medal after it emerged he had taken 
steroids, and the Chicago White Sox 
baseball team who deliberately lost 
the 1919 World Series to the 
Cincinnati Reds after conspiring 
with gamblers. 

The notorious incident gave rise to 
the phrase ‘Say it ain’t so Joe’, sup¬ 
posedly uttered by a fan to Chicago 
star ‘Shoeless’ Joe Jackson as he 
emerged from the courtroom holding 
an inquiry into the scandal.

PLANS to merge Folkestone Academy 
with Park Farm Primary School have 
moved closer with Kent County 
Council’s announcement that the former 
will close at the end of August. 

The formal notification has been 
issued by KCC, the local education 
authority, following an extensive 
consultation and is subject to approval 
by the Secretary of State. 

The Department for Children, Schools 
and Families has already signalled its 
support, meaning the Folkestone All Age 
Academy can open on September 1 

Helen Tait, principal designate of the pri¬ 
mary phase of Folkestone Academy, said: 
“Change can be challenging, but we are 
committed to developing exciting opportu¬ 
nities for our children and community.” 

New health centre

PEOPLE in Aylesham can now get in¬ 
creased access to NHS dental services. 

The Eastern and Coastal Kent 
Community Services Dental Service is 
providing the facility for people who do 
not have access to a dentist and those 
who require specialist intervention. 

It will be located at the new health cen¬ 
tre building in Aylesham and opening 
hours will be extended from four days to 
five days a week throughout the year. 

Dr Mary Henderson, a specialist in 
paediatric dentistry, said: “Morning and 
afternoon appointments will now be 
available for patients who are in pain.”

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mg East Kent's soldiers march through 
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A GROUP supporting Lydd airport 
says it has been boosted by an 
enthusiastic response from council¬ 
lors after a letter was sent asking 
for their support. 

Brian Godfrey, of Friends of Lydd Airport 
Group (FLAG), claims that many have 
expressed privately their desire to see the long- 
running applications for a new terminal and 
runway extension approved. 

The letter said the extension would only cover 
low-grade farmland and a brownfield site, and 
the terminal building would have no ecological 
impact on the environment whatsoever. 

He also said the planning officers who com¬ 
piled the report for councillors to consider at 
their meeting on September 24, which recom¬ 
mended refusal, had ignored some “fundamen¬ 
tal” principles in their decision-making. 

Mr Godrey said: “We now have the planning 
officers of Shepway council recommending 
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refusal of both applications based on pure sup¬ 
position, claiming Lydd airport has failed to pro¬ 
vide sufficient scientific and other technical 
information, so therefore have delayed determi¬ 
nation of the application by nearly three years. 

“The three main objectors - Natural England, 
RSPB and LAAG - have not provided one 
scrap of scientific proven evidence. 

“Neither Natural England nor the RSPB 
monitor any of the issues from the habitat, rare 
plants, fauna, lichen and great crested newts, 
so all of their evidence is pure supposition with 
no scientific conclusive evidence. 

“The planning officer seems to have conven¬ 
iently chosen to ignore the fundamental number 
one principal rule in planning, and that is the 
assumption in favour of the application and that 
the objectors have to prove the case against. 

“He has chosen to go down the road of caution, 
claiming the airport have failed to prove then- 


case. I wonder how that stands in case law.” 

Mr Godrey also said the council was guilty of 
double standards as the race track at Belgar 
Farm, which was built next to the airport on a 
Site of Special Scientific Interest, was still oper¬ 
ating. 

In response, a spokesman for Shepway coun¬ 
cil said the reasons given for recommendation 
to refuse the applications were given in the 
report and based on an environmental assess¬ 
ment, due to the airport being near a Site of 
European Importance. 

The spokesman said: “Planning permission 
was granted for a speedway track at Belgar 
Farm in 2000. An application to vary the times 
the track can be used will be considered by 
councillors shortly. An SSSI does not preclude 
any form of development. Every planning 
application is considered on its merits. 

‘While there are obvious planning issues 
associated with the motorbike track on the 
farm, these are unlikely to be comparable to the 
impact of a 500,000-passenger airport.” 
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FIRE ALERT 


Walkers are being asked to be careful when 
walking in the countryside this summer due to 
the higher risk of fire. 

Vulnerable areas include the chalk grasslands 
around Dover and Folkestone, where, even when 
there has been some rain, the grass is still dry 
and can easily catch light. 

During the spring there was a serious grass 
fire on Creteway Down, near Folkestone, and 
there have already been a number of smaller 
fires on Dover's Western Heights this season. 

People are asked by the White Cliffs 
Countryside Project to take care with cigarettes 
and not throw away glass bottles. Visitors are 
also asked not to light barbecues on the hills. 

Parents are requested to make sure their 
children are aware of the dangers of playing 
with fire, especially with the school holidays 
having just started.

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HISTORIC: Researchers uncovered Walter Tull's amazing story after seeing his name on Dover's war memorial 

Spurs celebrate 
remarkable Efe 
of talented Tull 


THIS month Premiership side 
Tottenham Hotspur are celebrat¬ 
ing an important centenary. 

One hundred years ago, war hero and foot¬ 
ball star Walter Tull, the first black outfield¬ 
er to play professional football, signed forms 
for them. He played just 10 games for the 
London club but has since become a revered 
figure - especially in the last few years. 

Historians, football supporters, race relat¬ 
ions activists and the British Army have all 
recognised his achievements. But for many 
years he was forgotten - until researchers 
who found his name on the Dover town war 
memorial uncovered his astonishing story. 

Tull was bom in Folkestone, one of six child¬ 
ren, but he also lived in Dover for some time. 

As well as being a talented footballer, 
breaking down the barriers of race which 
existed in professional sport at the time, he 
did the same in the even more strictly regi¬ 
mented world of the military. 

The grandson of Anna and William Tull, 
born as slaves in Barbados, his father Daniel 
took a sea voyage to England in 1876. 

He settled in Folkestone and worked as a 
carpenter, marrying local woman Alice 
Palmer. 

Tull played football locally from a young 
age before attracting the attention of talent 
scouts and signing for Spurs and later 
Northampton Town. 

Gallantry 

In 1914, he enlisted with the 17th Football 
Battalion of the Middlesex Regiment as 
Britain went to war against Germany 

Two years later he was promoted to the 
rank of sergeant. 

In December 1916, he returned home to 
Kent due to trench fever. 

Once he had recovered, he was sent to the 
officer training school at Gailes, Scotland, 
and became the first black Army officer. 

Lieutenant Tull was commissioned and 
sent to the Italian front in May 1917. 

He led his men in the Battle of Piave and 
was mentioned in dispatches for his “gal¬ 
lantry and coolness under fire”. 

In 1918, he was transferred to France and 
was killed in the Battle of the Somme, with 
his men braving enemy fire in an unsuccess¬ 
ful attempt to recover his body. 
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Tull is commemorated with honour on 
the Arras Memorial in France. 

On July 20,1909, he walked through the gates 
of White Hart Lane, home of Spurs. He signed 
on for £10 and agreed a wage of £4 a week. 

He made his first appearance in a 3-1 
defeat at Sunderland on the opening day of 
the 1909-10 season and a fortnight later 
made his debut against the then FA Cup 
holders Manchester United in a 2-2 draw. 

In front of 32,000 fans he was brought 
down for a penalty which ensured the draw. 

The Daily Chronicle said his performance 
showed “such perfect coolness... and such 
accuracy of strength in passing. He defeated 
[defenders] by side touches and side steps 
worthy of a professional boxer. Tull is very 
good indeed...” 

A game against Bristol City saw a crowd 
turn on him with language even newspapers 
of the day slammed for its abusiveness. 

This may have contributed to his decision 
to leave Spurs for Northampton Town, where 
he played until the war broke out. 

Lt Tull achieved officer rank in spite of an 
edict in the Manual of Military Law which 
stated black people could not exercise 
“actual command” of British troops. 

He was leading his men into No Man’s 
Land when his life ended at the age of 29; he 
was reported to have died instantly as a shot 
hit him in the head on March 25,1918. 

The unit’s commanding officer broke the 
news of his death in a letter to Tull’s brother 
Edward. He said how “popular he was 
throughout the battalion. He was brave and 
conscientious... the battalion and company 
have lost a faithful officer and personally I 
have lost a friend”. 

After his death, Tull was posthumously 
awarded the British War and Victory Medal; 
he was also recommended for the Military 
Cross but never received it. 

Writing on the Spurs website, journalist 
John Fennelly states: “His memory and 
inspiration live on - as they certainly should. 

“As a pioneer and role model his merit 
transcends football as the ultimate example 
of how to triumph in adversity: to refuse to be 
pigeon-holed and follow your own path no 
matter what obstacles you encounter.” 



Who will be new bishop? 

THE search is on for a new Bishop of Dover 
to take over the diocese. 

It follows the retirement of the Right 
Reverend Dr Stephen Venner, who served for 
ten years as the Bishop of Dover and the 
Bishop in Canterbury. 

The procedure for a new appointment is 
very rare and the Vacancy in See committee of 
Canterbury Diocese is responsible for the task. 

The committee has selected an advisoiy 
group, which will work alongside two represen¬ 
tatives of the Crown Nominations Commission 
and assist the Archbishop of Canterbury Dr 
Rowan Williams in interviewing candidates. 

Caroline Boddington, the archbishop’s sec¬ 
retary for appointments, led the consultation 
process, meeting representatives of the dio¬ 
cese and communities to help draw up the 
job description and statement of needs. 

Interviews are this month, with the new 
bishop to be announced in early autumn. 


Dead man was local actor 

A MAN whose body was found on rocks 
between Sunny Sands beach and Copt Point in 
Folkestone two weeks ago has been identified. 

He was named as John Sellicks, 81, a well- 
known amateur dramatics actor who lived in 
The Leas, Folkestone. It is thought he suf¬ 
fered a heart attack and fell over the railing. 

Mr Sellicks’s body was found by police and 
coastguards who had to reach him by boat on 
Monday, July 6. 

A post-mortem examination has been car¬ 
ried out and his funeral was due to be held at 
Charing Crematorium. 

Officers leave their mark 

NEIGHBOURHOOD policing teams are 
keeping an eye on people’s property when 
they visit car boot fairs being hosted in 
Folkestone this summer. 

Officers will be providing a visible presence 
in Radnor Park to help prevent stolen goods 
being sold on, as well as offering a free security¬ 
marking service. People who buy valuables 
can have them marked with a UV pen and a 
sticker, making it easier for police to reunite 
lost and stolen property with owners. 

The officers will be on hand to deal with 
queries at future fair dates (both Sundays) at 
Radnor Park on August 23 and September 6.

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Traffickers see UK 
as 'soft touch', new 
research confirms 

A DAMNING report into how traffickers who 
smuggle illegal immigrants into the UK view 
the country has been made public. 

The smugglers view Britain as a ‘soft touch’ 
with big profits and a low risk of being caught, 
according to Home Office research. 

Traffickers also claim officials are willing to 
take bribes to help illegal immigrants enter the 
country. 

Dover is one of the ports most frequently tar¬ 
geted by smugglers because of its high volume 
of lorry traffic. 

The research found factors encouraging ille¬ 
gal immigration included the benefits system, 
a healthy black economy, the use of English 
worldwide and the popularity of migration 
among some ethnic communities. 

Prostitution 

Other factors included the ready availability 
of work, high demand for prostitution, a real- 
tively relaxed immigration policy, the way 
migrants can use the Human Rights Act to 
remain in Britain, the ease of getting a pass¬ 
port via marriage to a British citizen and the 
absence of identity cards. 

“The picture presented by the perpetrators 
was of a market that conferred healthy profits 
with a low risk of detection,” the report says. 

“The UK is perceived as an attractive desti¬ 
nation ... and illicit entiy across UK borders is 
perceived to be relatively easy.” 

The research involved interviews with 45 
prisoners convicted of people smuggling or 
trafficking crimes in 2005. 

Migrants paid from £500 to £5,000 to be 
smuggled from France, £10,000 from India, up 
to £12,000 from Turkey and £25,000 to £50,000 
from China.

Q 


Had you always wanted to work in the police force? 


A I have to be honest and say no. I came into 
policing after failing the three-day inter¬ 
view for a flying commission with the RAF. 


What were your main reasons for joining? 

A The idea of bringing criminals to book cer¬ 
tainly appealed to me, as did the idea of 
making a difference on behalf of the local com¬ 
munity. Also, in 1984, when I was 18, police 
pay and conditions were pretty good and I’d be 
lying if I said that wasn’t appealing. 


Q 


Where did you first start out policing? 


A My first station was Ramsgate, where I 
started as a newly-qualified PC in 1985. 


Q! 


How different is your job now to your early days on the 
force? 


A As a young PC I worked on the front line 
and really enjoyed dealing with a range of 
criminal offences. Almost all of my service has 
been at area level, with the role becoming 
more managerial as I’ve risen through the 
ranks. The basic philosophy of policing hasn’t 
changed and can be summarised by our cur¬ 
rent motto 'Protecting and serving the people 
of Kent’, and that is what my officers and I 
remain committed to doing.

What is the best thing about your job? 


A I like the fact that each new day brings 
new challenges. I’m lucky that I work with 
a keen and enthusiastic management team 
who really enjoy finding solutions to the vari¬ 
ety of problems we face. No day is ever boring! 


Q 


What is the most challenging thing about your job? 


A The biggest challenge for me probably 
revolves around continuing to improve the 
service that we provide to the various commu¬ 
nities across south Kent in the face of a 
rapidly-changing economic climate. 


Q What are the main issues dealt with by police in the 
South Kent area? 

A When I talk to members of the community, 
their main concerns centre on low-level 
antisocial behaviour and other quality-of-life 
issues. So clearly, dealing with antisocial 
behaviour is probably one of our biggest prior¬ 
ities at the present time. 


Q Do you think the launch of the safer seasons campaigns 
has helped deal with problems in the area? 

A lt is helpful for our officers to ensure, 
through a high-profile marketing cam¬ 
paign, that the public knows we’re focusing on 
what is important to them. The safer seasons 
campaign delivers this and in recent cam¬ 


paigns we’ve seen significant reductions in 
crime and antisocial behaviour, which sug¬ 
gests they are having a positive effect. 

Q How safe is south Kent in relation to the rest of the 
county? 

A South Kent is a safe place for people to live 
and work. We have very little street- 
related violence. While it’s difficult to make 
straight comparisons between policing areas 
across the county, anyone committing a violent 
crime is more likely to be brought to justice in 
south Kent than anywhere else in the county. 

Q What is the most exciting case you have worked on in 
yourjob? 

A The most interesting case was a robbery in 
which mobile phones with a street value of 
£7 million were stolen. The investigation took 
place outside Kent, and much of it abroad, 
including seven days working in Singapore, 
which was a great experience. 


Q How similar is the real day-to-day work of a police 
officer compared with that portrayed on TV shows? 

A There are some similarities, but the detail 
and effort that goes into dealing with 
investigations can’t be reflected accurately in 
a TV show. I also suspect much of the everyday 
work my officers do wouldn’t make very excit¬ 
ing viewing. My favourite police show is still 
The Sweeney. It bears no resemblance to polic¬ 
ing in 2009 but still makes thrilling viewing.

Regulator tells 
water firms 
to drop prices 


WATER companies in Kent could be 
forced to slash bills by as much as 
ten per cent over the next five years. 

The industry regulator Ofwat published its 
draft responses to firms’ business plans last 
week, with all five providing water and sewer¬ 
age services in Kent told to either cut or freeze 
the amount they expect customers to pay. 

Homeowners served by South East Water 
could see their bills go down by an average of 
six per cent by 2015 - or from £170 to £160 - 
compared with the £48 increase proposed by 
the company. 

The draft response also calls for Southern 
Water bills to go down by an average of two

per cent to £373 (£426 proposed), while cus¬ 
tomers served by Veolia Water Southeast - for¬ 
merly Folkestone and Dover Water - could see 
reductions of ten per cent, down to £177 (£226 
proposed). 

All calculations are before inflation. 

Draft 

Karen Gibbs, the Consumer Council for Water’s 
policy manager for London and the South 
East, welcomed Ofwat’s recommendations. 

She said: “It looks like good news for cus¬ 
tomers. Ofwat appears to be saying the compa¬

nies can deliver good services without having 
to increase bills as much as proposed in their 
business plans. 

“Now the companies and the CCW will have 
to look at where Ofwat has challenged invest¬ 
ment proposals to see how that will impact on 
services and whether it will alter the amount 
spent on what customers see as priority areas. 

“This is the first time the CCW has been 
involved in price setting and we were aware 
huge price increases would not be welcome in 
the current economic climate.” 

Four of Kent’s five water companies released 
statements on Thursday saying they had noted 
Ofwat’s draft response and would consider its 
views ahead of a final decision in November. 


But Thames Water reacted angrily to the 
report. The company wanted to increase its 
average bills by 17 per cent to £356 by 2015 but 
has instead been asked to keep them stable. 

Chief executive David Owens said: “Initial 
indications suggest the draft may not allow us 
to deliver what customers want. 

“For example, this means we won’t be able to 
reduce leakage at all over the next five years.” 

Ofwat chief executive Regina Finn said: “We 
understand times are hard and have listened 
to customers. They want a safe, reliable water 
supply at reasonable cost. 

“Our decisions allow efficient, well-run com¬ 
panies to invest in the right place at the right 
time for the right price.”

spring 2005 Michelle found a lump in her 
groin and investigations revealed the 
cancer had returned. 

Despite surgery to remove 22 lymph 
nodes, Michelle has now been told the 
cancer has spread to her brain and the 
future looks uncertain. 

The two friends - who admit they are 
not natural-bom runners - will run the 
Cancer Research UK event on Sunday, 
September 27, in the picturesque 
grounds of the castle, near Maidstone.

A dispiriting time in a supermarket queue sparks a nostalgic craving for imperfection 

Human interaction has been 
stolen by modem technology 


JUDGING humanity while in a 
queue at Tesco is not the most life- 
affirming activity but this week I 
found myself - plastic-packeted 
houmous, rocket salad and avocado 
in hand - in that very position. 

It amazes me that we seem to have stripped 
day-to-day life of human interaction. 

We have reached the end of the self-service 
decade - in banks, supermarkets, in the driver’s 
seat, on buses, while juggling our iPhones, MP3s, 
sat-navs and other unfathomable electronic 
gadgets that tell us whether we need to take 
more steps, eat more fruit, turn left, breathe... 

“Please insert your credit or debit card” 
comes from eight checkouts, while a bland- 
sounding robot with no discemable accent 
drones “incorrect item” in the bagging area, 
while one girl (who cannot be more than 16 
but is very much alive) sits as a puppet- 
master, chewing gum, watching over these 


automatic time-saving machines. It won’t scan 
your pasta salad, madam? Please enter 
authentication code. The machine under¬ 
stands the barcode. 

This march of technology has become more 
of a sprint. I remember at the end of the 1990s, 
in sixth form, a friend telling me that her 
phone could send texts (TEXTS?) if you just 
typed what you wanted to say on the screen. 

In a very short space of time we have become 
nothing more than ASL, CYAL8R, B4N.

Drivers no longer chat, take your money or 
comment on the weather. They drive. That is 
their title and that is what they do. 

I asked a question about my stop and the 
driver (note, no conductors anymore, automat¬ 


ic devices can save a year’s salary) said “The 
bus will tell you”. Minutes later, far too close to 
a man who had never heard of deodorant, I 
find the bus speaks. Again, that blandest of 
accents warns you when your stop is near. 

Soon the buses will be driverless, navigating 
the city’s streets using magnets embedded in 
the road.

9. Remember certain prescribed drugs, 
medicines, foods, cosmetics and plant 
materials can also make people more 
sensitive to sunlight. 

Coping with sunburn 


IT'S not just the sun that can be our foe 
as well as our friend. Continued 
humidity, especially during a heatwave, 
can be dangerous too. 

The heat can affect anyone, but some 
people run a greater risk of serious 
harm, especially the very young, older 
people and those with serious illnesses. 

It can make heart and respiratory 
problems worse and in extreme cases can 
lead to heat stroke, which can be fatal. 

To stay safe: 


15. Drink cold drinks like water or fruit 
juice regularly and avoid tea, coffee 
and alcohol. 

16. Stay tuned to the weather forecast 
and plan ahead with supplies - 
think of elderly neighbours who 
may need help with supplies. 

17. Identify the coolest room in the 
house to cool down or sleep in. 

18. People with respiratory problems 
should stay inside during the hottest 
part of the day. 



Most skin cancers are caused by 
damage from sunburn and could easily 
be prevented. 

1. Apply sunblocks or sunscreens with 
high sun protection factors (at least 
factor 15). 


Sunburn is when your skin overheats 
and becomes red and painful and may 
later peel or blister. 

If you get sunburn: 

• Cool the skin down by dabbing it 
with a cool, wet towel or tissue. 


2. Take extra care with children - use 
factor 30 plus. For babies use factor 
50 plus. 


_ 3. Apply generously and reapply 

frequently, especially after activities 
such as swimming or towelling. 



Wear a wide-brimmed hat to 
reduce exposure to the face, eyes, 
head and neck. 

Limit the amount of time you spend 
in the sun, particularly between 
11am and 3pm. 


• If really bad, take a quick cold shower. 

• Don't go back into the sun until 
you've healed. 

• Drink plenty of fluids to replace the 
water lost through sweating and to 
cool down. 

• Apply calamine or after-sun lotion. 

• For adults, painkillers such as 
paracetamol or ibuprofen can help 
relieve pain and reduce swelling.

Keep plenty of water to hand and 
stay in the shade where possible.

Enjoy your barbeque 
in safety 


WHAT better way to enjoy a balmy 
evening than some healthy barbecue 
food with friends? 

Just don't become one of the 965 cases of 
people in east Kent turned up at accident 
and emergency with food poisoning last 
year - that doesn't include those who 
suffered nasty fire-related injuries either! 

When you're cooking on a barbecue, 
make sure you: 

19. Place your barbecue on a level 
surface, away from plants and 
trees. 

20. Cover the bottom of your barbecue 
with coal to a depth of no more 
than 5cm (2in). 

21. Use only recognised firelighters 
or starter fuel, and then only on 
cold coals. 

22. Wait until coals are glowing red 
with a powdery grey surface before 
you start cooking. 

Wash your hands every time you 
touch raw meat and keep it 
separate from other foods. 

Properly thaw frozen meat before 
you cook it. 

Turn meat regularly and move 
it around the barbecue to cook 
it evenly. 

Remember that meat is safe to eat 
only when it is piping hot in the 
centre, there is no pink meat visible 
and the juices are clear. 

Keep prepared food in the fridge 
wherever possible and don't leave 
it out in the sun.

Avoid bringing back the 
worst kind of souvenir 


A sexually transmitted infection (STI) or 
unintended pregnancy can be the worst 
kind of souvenir to bring home. Last 
year, more than 2,500 sexually 
transmitted infections were diagnosed in 
east Kent genitourinary medicine clinics. 

28. Always buy a pack of condoms in 
addition to your normal 
contraception. 

29. Vomiting, diarrhoea, and some 
medicines, including some 
antibiotics and some anti-malaria 
drugs can make the contraceptive 
pill and some contraceptive 
implants less effective so always use 
a condom to help protect against 
pregnancy and STIs. 

30. Only buy condoms with the CE 
mark on the packet. 

31. Keep condoms away from 
oil-based products such as suntan 
lotion, baby oil and lipstick. 

32. Store condoms in a cool, 
dry place.

A real stinger 


Have fun outdoors 
in safety 


For most people, stings and bites from 
insects are painful but harmless. However, 
if you also experience symptoms 
anywhere else you may be having an 
allergic reaction and should seek 
emergency medical treatment. 

33. Remove the sting as soon as possible 
with your fingers or tweezers. 

34. Bee stings have a poisonous sac so 
take care not to puncture it as you 
remove the sting. 

35. Wash the area with soap and water. 

36. Put a cold flannel on the area. 

37. Raise the part of the body that 

has been stung or bitten to prevent 
swelling. 

38. Use a spray, or cream, containing 
local anaesthetic or antihistamine on 
the affected area to help prevent 
itching and swelling. 

39. Take painkillers, such as 
paracetamol (if the sting or bite is 
very painful). 

40. Don't scratch the area, as it may 
become infected. 

41. Consult your GP if redness and 
itching does not clear up after 
48 hours.

45. Check the garden regularly for 
potential hazards, such as tools, 
ponds or water butts. 

46. If children are around barbecues, 
watch that they don't get too close 
to hot surfaces. 

47. Protect your child from the sun. 

48. Be safe around water with 
your child. 

49. Consider taking a first aid course. 

50. Follow all these simple steps and 
you be guaranteed a fun and 
action-packed summer in the sun.

HEADSHRINKERS OF 
THE AMAZON Five 
SUPERSIZERS, ANCIENT 
ROME 

BBC Two, 12.20am, Friday 

FIVE upped the stakes with Channel 
4 in the ever-more-provocative and 
outrageous programme titles race 
with its Thursday night offering - 
Headshrinkers of the Amazon. 

Reporter Piers Gibbon found 
himself in a remote Ecuadorian 
village in search of shamen, with the 
possibility that his own brain would 
come back reduced, rather than 
enlightened, by the experience. 

Fortunately, and perhaps 
unsurprisingly, he escaped unscathed 
and the Shuar villagers seemed more 
than welcoming, no doubt not used 
to having too many Western visitors 
these days. 

The most disturbing part of it all 
was archive footage by a Polish 
explorer, Edmundo Bielawski, of an 
apparent head-shrinking ritual in 
motion, which was the cause for 
Gibbon’s foray into the rainforest. 

Perhaps this is how people who 
tune into rolling news coverage feel? 
The 1960s flickering images from the 
old film added to the eeriness of it all. 

The programme later unravels the 
continuing black market trade in 
‘tsantsas’ or officially shrinked head 
collectibles, all rather gruesome but 
nevertheless watchable. 

The most poignant moment came 
when Gibbon met the widow of a 
man who disappeared after criticising 
the shamen’s ritual, never to be seen 
again. 

Definitely thought-provoking, but 
not while eating your boiled potatoes 
and green beans. 

That particular fare is not

MY lungs were on fire as 
I forced one foot in front 
of the other. If exhaus¬ 
tion didn’t get me, a bear 
might. 

Not that I’d seen one on my 
hour-long hike through the 
Canadian wilderness, but with 
plenty of warnings about such 
beasts in the area I couldn’t be 
too careful. 

With lungs gasping for breath, 
I reached my destination: the 
source of the waterfall - a sheer 
stone wall, water bubbling 
through the gap at its base. 

The hike had seemed simple 
until I realised we were 7,200 
feet above sea level. As Ben 
Nevis is about 4,000 feet, it’s lit¬ 
tle wonder I found it a struggle. 

Based at peaceful Mount 
Engadine Lodge, half an hour’s 
drive from one of Canada’s most 
beautiful towns, Canmore, I was 
relieved to see our hosts had 
bear-spray ready to ward off 
unwanted gatecrashers. 

If you want a break from civili¬ 
sation, it’s the perfect retreat. 

After two days of picture- 
postcard views, I headed for 
Rafter Six Ranch Resort, 
between Calgary and Banff, for a 
horse-ride to remember. 

This three-and-a-half-hour

trek over tricky terrain made for 
a memorable, albeit taxing, 
experience. 

The following day was the 
summer solstice, a time for try¬ 
ing new things, as our yoga 
guide told us. 

Icefield Tours, about two 
hours’ drive from the heart of 
Banff, offers helicopter rides 
over some of the world’s most 
breathtaking scenery and I was 
keen to try heli-yoga. 

Our guide Martha was a trib¬ 
ute to the power of yoga. She 
turned 50 that week but could 
have passed for mid-30s. 

The helicopter flew over aqua¬ 
marine lakes and a sea of trees 
framed by the Rockies until we 
touched down in a deserted field 
that would have looked at home 
in Little House On The Prairie. 

It was an unlikely setting in 
which to be practising back- 
arches or ‘saluting the sun’. 

While having lunch by a bab¬ 
bling stream, I realised this was 
one of those rare trips which, 
unlike some of my yoga moves, 
was perfectly balanced. 

I may not have dropped a 
decade like my yoga guru did, 
but days there nudged my clock 
back a few weeks.

Call for regulation of 
buy-to-let investors 

IN a recent poll of 550 mortgage brokers, 
more than half of respondents said they 
would like to see buy-to-let regulated by 
the Financial Services Authority 

A total of 54 per cent expressed that 
view in the light of the current property 
prices situation 

Research from mortgage specialist, 
Exact, also revealed that 63 per cent of 
brokers estimated that more than 75 per 
cent of their buy-to-let clients were ama¬ 
teur investors. 

For two out of five respondents, the 
percentage soared to more than 90 per 
cent of amateur landlords. 

Exact’s managing director, Alan 
Cleary, is of the opinion that the ready 
mortgage finance and credit that existed 
until 2007 made it too easy for amateurs 
“without a commercial head on their 
shoulders” to enter the market. 

He said: “It was a mistake to assume 
that because buy-to-let was viewed as a 
commercial endeavour, it could be left 
unregulated. 

“The number of amateur landlords in 
the private rented sector with sizeable 
portfolios now well under water is proof 
of the fact.” 

Don't miss out on cash 
help for first-timers 

FIRST-time buyers are being urged not 
to miss out on a share of £3.4 million 
which can help them on to the property 
ladder. 

The money includes £1.7 million of 
Government funding for an initiative 
aimed at reducing the cost of homebuy¬ 
ing and must be allocated before the end 
of this year. 

“The scheme is called HomeBuy Direct 
and it dramatically reduces the initial 
purchase cost of a house and improves 
your chance of owning your own home,” 
said Tim Nabbs, sales director for Ward 
Homes. 

“We have around £1.7 million of 
Government funding, together with our 
own contribution of £1.7 million, which 
totals £3.4 million that has to be spent 
on HomeBuy Direct this year. 

“I would advise people to come and 
talk to us to find out if they are eligible 
and we can answer any queries and help 
with the paperwork.” 

The scheme is open to a range of peo¬ 
ple who don’t own their own home. 

Households eligible will be earning 
more than £15,000 and less than 
£60,000. 



Prices raised as buyers 
increase in confidence

HOME-SELLERS raised their 
asking prices this month to meet 
increased demand from buyers, 
according to the operator of the 
UK’s biggest residential property 
website. 

The average cost of a home rose 0.6 per cent 
to £227,864 after falling 0.4 per cent in June, 
Rightmove said in a statement. 

The housing market is showing signs of 
recovery from the worst economic contraction 
in a generation after officials rescued banks 
and started printing money. 

“With growing confidence that we’ve passed 
the bottom, buyers are more active, although 
they may discover that many of the best buys 
have gone,” Miles Shipside, commercial direc¬ 
tor of Rightmove, said in the statement. 

Seven of ten regions tracked by Rightmove 
rose this month. 

The average number of properties available 
for sale at each estate agent fell to 70 per cent 
from 71 in June. 

At the same time the number of people look¬ 
ing at property listings on the site is “much 
higher than we would expect” for this time of 
year, Rightmove said. 

UK mortgage approvals rose to 43,414 in 
May, up from 27,000 in November, the least 
since Bank of England data began a decade 
ago. 

The reading is still about a third less than at 
the start of 2008. 

The Bank of England has cut the bench¬ 
mark interest rate to a record low of 0.5 per 
cent and is buying £125 billion of bonds with 
newly-created money to ease lending strains. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown has spent bil¬ 
lions of pounds rescuing banks. 


‘With only seven volume lenders remaining 
in the lending game, including three 
Government-backed institutions that are pri¬ 
oritising their balance sheets over new lend¬ 
ing, we are set to bump along the bottom for 
some time yet,” Mr Shipside said. 

The economy will grow 0.5 per cent next 
year, up from a previous forecast for a 0.1 per 


cent contraction, according to experts who use 
the same forecasting model as the Treasury. 

They predict Gross Domestic Product will 
drop 4.4 per cent this year, more than an ear¬ 
lier estimate of 3.5 per cent. 

Repossessions may total 17,494 in the third 
quarter, up from 17,049 in the three months 
through June. 


Get deposit to secure mortgage 


LOWER house prices should be good news for 
first-time buyers, but research shows that to 
secure a mortgage, they need an average 
deposit of £32,000. 

Since the onset of the credit crunch almost 
two years ago, lenders have significantly tight¬ 
ened their lending criteria and the number of 
deals has been dwindling. 

The best deals are saved for those with a 
hefty deposit - at least 25 per cent of buyers. 

Research from moneysupermarket.com, the 
price comparison website, shows that some 13 
per cent of 18 to 34 year olds are now thinking 
about buying their first home. 


However, just 25 per cent of potential buyers 
have saved a deposit, which leaves three- 
quarters wondering where the money will 
come from. Many are relying on the ‘bank of 
mum and dad’. 

The figures show 16 per cent are thinking 
about taking out a loan to cover the cost of the 
deposit, but Louise Cuming, head of mort¬ 
gages at moneysupermarket.com, warns that 
this is risky. 

Ms Cuming said: “Taking out a loan to pay 
for a mortgage deposit is a dangerous move 
and must be avoided, even if it means you 
have to delay buying your first home.” 


She explained that if the lender discovers 
where the deposit came from, the mortgage 
application could be rejected. 

In related news, house-builders Bovis, 
Redrow, Barratt and Persimmon last week 
highlighted that the lack of mortgage finance 
continued to hinder a recovery in the housing 
market. 

The latest figures from the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders show that mortgage lend¬ 
ing improved in May. 

However, the number of home loans was still 
28 per cent lower than it was this time last 
year.

Despite a Seat grille and some styling 
tweaks, it can’t help looking like a ‘dodgy Audi’ 
or suffering from the A4’s relatively cramped 
rear seating. But this is quibbling when com¬ 
pared with the benefits: pricing, peerless build 
quality, safety, reliability, a high quality cabin 
- ported over from the even more premium A4 
Cabriolet rather than the saloon/estate - a 
decent boot and a terrific drive. 

The last deserves most praise; Seat engi¬ 
neers chose to change the sporty chassis set¬ 
up of the Audi, which could be irritatingly firm 
in everyday use. There is still a Sport option, 
but our test car had Seat’s standard set-up, 
which delivers a refined ride and responsive 
handling even on challenging roads. 

Our mid-range SE spec car, with its entry 
level 2.0-litre 143PS/141bhp turbodiesel 
(£18,340) and six-speed gearbox also 
impressed with its liveliness, excellent cabin 
refinement and motorway composure - it 
should also average more than 50mpg. 

Equipment levels are lavish, with our SE 
including cruise control, iPod/MP3 port, 
Bluetooth phone connectivity and voice con¬ 
trol, rain sensing wipers, dual-zone climate 
control and smart alloys.

HIGHER road taxes and fuel prices have hit values for used executive models in the management class, making them prime targets for 
buyers covering low mileages and looking for a bit of class and luxury. Our choice is three German rivals synonymous with executive suc¬ 
cess, stylish and surprisingly cheap to maintain due to the upfront build guality. Do your research and take the test drives before driving 
away smoothly in a premium bargain, smug in the knowledge that someone else or a company has borne the brunt of early depreciation. 



MAYBE it is the most staid of our trio, but the E-Class claims the 
highest swank value. Nothing beats a three-pointed star on the bonnet 
at this level. Reliability and quality has been excellent, though the halo 
slipped on the previous 2002-2009 range (pictured) until a facelift in 
2006. Ride and handling is more in the 'comfort zone', but the E-Class 
is nimble enough and the estate is a cavernous and luxurious load- 
lugger. Excellent diesel engines complete a tempting package. 


UNTIL the current A6 range, Audi's 'management motor' struggled 
to match its German rivals for style and image, though fit and finish 
was beyond reproach. However, examples built before the current 
2004 line-up (pictured) can still be incredible bargains. Unless you 
buy the more expensive quattro versions though, an A6 means front- 
wheel drive. Ride and comfort also tends towards hard and 'sport¬ 
ing', but the A6 offers excellent powertrains, particularly diesels. 


BMW and its charismatic badge enjoy the most aspirational image 
with buyers and much credit goes to the 5-Series - a big car yet 
famed for its handling. The previous incarnation (pictured) laid the 
foundations for that and many people still prefer its reserved styling 
to the looks of its successor. The 5-Series also boasts some excellent 
engines, though chronically underpowered four-cylinder petrol 
ex-company car variants are best avoided - whatever the price.

It's a mixed bag as 
wind fails to settle

experience fishing Dungeness and 
District and vice-chairman of the 
Dungeness Angling Association 

OCTOBER weather is still with 
us with south westerly winds up 
and down like a yo-yo. 

If we do get a settled spell (more summer) 
the mackerel will return when the water 
clears. The reports last week were mostly 
bass to 41b, eels, the odd sole and loads of 
whiting as well as the infamous ‘weed’ fish. 

With the tides ‘cutting 5 the target this 
week should be sole. 

PIRATE SPRINGS AND UTTLEST0N: The best we 
can hope for this week is a mixed bag of‘bits’, 
but if the wind goes south east we could pick 
up some more bass. You never know what 
might turn up - at least it is quiet. 

BACK OF THE BOATS: The E A road to the point 
will still be one of the top spots with a south 
westerly breeze, with smaller tides and less 
weed we could see more sole. 

DUNGENESS: Well I got it wrong last week, 
(unless someone wants to tell me of their 
success) no decent codling, only small 
‘chats’, but the bass have made up the dif¬ 
ference. This week with small tides the 
point should fish nicely through low water. 
DENGEMARSH & GALLOWAYS: Again sole would 
be my target at Dengemarsh. We could also 
find some mackerel at Galloways if the 
water clears. 

JURY'S GAP: Evening high tides should offer 
the best chance, eels should be about with 
mixed ‘bits’. It’s been quiet down there so if 
anybody has any information, let me know. 
BOAT FISHING: It can be difficult in these 
weather conditions, but Dave Robinson 
from Faversham showed me a fine brace of 
bass last week, caught on rough ground fair¬ 
ly close in aboard a boat out of Dungeness. 
Again there should be more black bream 
about (the best scrap you can have on light 
tackle) along with the bass. Wrecks should 
be worth a visit on these small tides. Rough 
ground out deeper could also produce 
codling.
